petitions filed against Hook because 
of his decision declaring Oklahoma s 
two-cent passenger rate unconstitu­ 
tional.

adm itted th a t President 
Taft will hold back Hook's nom ina­ 
tion until he has looked further in­ 
to the “Urn Crow’’ case. It was rum ­ 
ored that if Hook 
was 
elim inated, 
Secretary of Conferee and Labor Na­ 
gel would be nominated.
